The finals In ttiis banner event ol 
the undergraduate debating season, 
were held at the Union last night. 
Kight contestants presented them- 
selves, and made a goo 1 showing, 
; notwithstanding the poor attendance 
and the frigid temperature that pre- 
vailed. 

The subject bad been announced In 
the morning by Prof. Leacock, and 
was as follows: Resolved that the 
: system of direct government by 
, means of the initiative, referendum, 
1 and recall is preferable to govern- 
ment by means of the representative 
system." Drawings for side and 
order divided the eight competitors 
' as foll( >ws: Affirmative: Messrs Bru- 
! neau, McDonnell, Holmes, McDiarm- 
1 id, for the negative Messrs McGuire, 
I Bentty, Griffith, Budyk. 

President K. H. McCrimmon open- 
ed the meeting with a graceful tri- 
I bute to Mrs. R. W. Refont, whose 
! publie spirit and interest in McGill 
I had led her to do so much for the 
I Society. 

Mr. A. s. Bruneau Was the fust 
speaker for the affirmative, After 
defining the initiative referendum an 1 
1 recall, the sj>enker proceeded to crlt- 
I icize representative government ;l s in 
I vogue in Canada. "Far from setting 
high standards of thought of action, 
our system tends to mislead people 
by its appeals I ' ' passion and preju- 
dice. We pay 'iien to go to Ottawa 
and talk to 111 purpose, except to 
forward the interests of ;1 party or- 
ganization that Wants to keep in of- 
fice aiii keep a hist of supporters in 
office," Mr. Bruneau emphasized the 
fact tint the referendum had been 
' successful in bringing about the es- 
tablishment of the Hoard of Control 
in Montreal. Direct instruments of 
Popular control would create t'.ie oft 
neglected theory of government by 
the people and for the people. 
Mr. McGuire replied for the nega- 



tive taking issue with Mr. Bruneau 
on his interpretation of the influence 
of religious and race prejudice. Mr. 
McCuirc believed that present legis- 
lative bodies were "guardian angels" 
in so far as they were aide to lift 
themselves above prejudice and sec- 
tionalism — a condition impossible un- 
der the initiative referendum and re- 
call. 

The speaker contended that in this 
age of specialisation, the ordinary 
business man had neither the time 
nor the education to lit him for pass- 
ing judgment on the complicated 
tangles involved in legislation. There 
was Uic danger that the common 
man would fail to discriminate be- 
tween local politics and the general 
welfare tf the n. it oui. Woodrow Wil- 
son was quoted to the effect that the 
proposed direct instruments would 
tend to undermine stability of law 
and would confuse constitutional and 
ordinary law. The case of 1 iregon 
was thoroughly discussed anil it was 
shown that the initiative referendum 
and recall had led to ridiculous con- 
tradictions and anomalies. In qon- 
clusion, Mr. McGuire eulogized the 
institutions created by the represent- 
ative system, and discounted the Im- 
portance of using Switzerland as an 
example of successful referendum. 

For the affirmative, Mr. McConnell 
contended that if the common man 
of to lay is ignorant and inc/ompct- 
eut to judge on matters of political 
nature, it is because the present sys- 
tem is poor and needs remedying. 
People were tired of present condi- 
tions because they were beginning to 
realize the hollowness of the so-cnll- 
cd democracy. The voters have their 
representatives thrust upon them by 
party organizations, largely controll- 
ed by vested interests, and there is 
, much consequent corruption. Among 
the positive merits of the initiative 
referendum and recall would be the 
promotion of a spirit of legislative

London, Feb. 23.— The annual re- 
port of tin? Rhodes Sch darsbip Trust 
(or 1911-12 has been issued. It con- 
tains a n interesting list showing the 
work taken up by the Rhodes schol- 
ars after the completion of their Ox- 
ford course and the return to their 
countries, 

During the last six years 123 schol- 
ars entered upon their educational 1 
careers; 84 upon legal, 33 took up 
civil, diplomatic and consular ser- 
vice, 20 religioiiH work, in medicine, 
14 business, S mining and engineer- 
ing, 5 eadh journalism, agriculture 
and forestry. In an article discuss- 
ing the question whether thus dis- 
tributed in their own countries the 
scholars a re likely to have a fair 
field for exercising the intluence 
which Rhodes wished them to have 
The London Times sayH the affirma- 
tive answer probably will be given. 

In competition for university hon- 
ors the Rhodes scholars made fair, 
but not remarkable record. Three 
Rhodes scholars, one an American, 
one Canadian, and one Australian 
gained llrst class, and ten second 
class with honors in the school jur-
